MAYOR HENRY HAS 
MADE SETTLEMENT 
OVER STOCKYARDS 


City is Gainer by $2,000—State- 
ment is Made by the City 
Engineer 


Mayor Henry has effected a settle- 
ment with the Edmonton Stockyards, 
Ltd., over their account against the 
city with regard to the money foaned 
the city for the extension of the utili- 
ties to the stockyards, and the city is 
the gainer of something like $2,000 by 
the deal. 

By agreement with the Stockyards 
company they loaned the city the sum 
of $19,745.21 to carry out the utilities 
to the yards, and the money was to be 
repaid when the yards were actually in 
operation and a certain sum had been 
spent by the company in improve- 
ments. Also under the agreement the 
money could be repaid the company 
by a debenture issue to the company 
+ ied the amount at not less than 
94. 

Recently the company asked for re- 
payment of the loan, stating that they 
had spent something like $53,000 in 
improvements and thay the yards 
Were now in operation. 

It not being considered good policy 
at the present time for a debenture is- 
sue to be placed on the open market, 
Mayor Henry, as financial commis- 
sioner, offered to the company that 
the city would issue the deben- 
tures to them at 94 as called 
for under the agreement, and buy 
them back on the basis of the last sale 
made by the city, which was at 90, The 
directors of the company agreed to 
this, and they have therefore received 
a cheque for $17,474.11 in settlement 
of their account of $17,745.21, and the 
city gains the benefit of the discount, 
$2,100.56. 

In allocating the charge of the sum 
to be paid by the city the City Comp- 
troller recommends that it should be 
divided against the capital accounts of 
the utilities extended to the yards, as 
they will assume the revenue derived. 

The City Engineer has furnished a 
declaration made him by Manager 
Ashcraft that the minimum expendi- 
ture of $50,000 on improvements called 
for by the agreement had been exceed- 


ed. The list is made up of the follow- 
ing: Gradings and sidings, $21,070.51; 
scales, $2,848.39; sewer and water

The 
great republic can stand neutral 
only because the Allies are figbt- 
ing to save what it would other- 
wise have to fight for. 

By the way, what is doing out 
at the city’s prison farm these 
days? We acquired that enter- 
prise as a sort of complement to 
the bar-room, a quiet retreat where 
the exhausted inebriate could he 
sent to recover his physical con- 
dition and mental equilibrium and 
get in shape for another tussle 
with the snakes. Now that we 
have closed the bar-rooms and the 
drunks have sobered up and gone 
to work, the farm must be running 
short of free labor. In that event 
the sooner we get rid of it the 
better. We put a good many 
thousand dollars into it during the 
few years we had it when there 
was an ample supply of help at no 
cost but board. If we could not 
make it pay when the ‘‘hired men”’ 
cost nothing the chances are that 
we can’t do it under the new con- 
ditions. 


Our old friend, ex-Hon. Colonel 
J. Wesley Allison, has bobbed up 
again, this time in the New York 
courts. It appears that in the 
interval of hawking contracts 
from the Canadian Shell Commit- 
tee and holding the British Admir- 
alty for a rake-off on small arm 
ammunition ‘bought from our 


’ Militia Department, J. Wesley Al- 


lison found time to help profiteer 
a contract from the Russian Gov- 
ernment to the Canadian Car Co, 
The deal was put through in New 
York. The Car Co. paid Allison 
and his associates $150,000 and 
then got tired and quit. Allison 
et al are now suing to make them 
continue the good work at so much 
per shell, There is not much com- 
fort for the Canadian and British 
taxpaper in knowing that Allison 
got his grab hooks into the Rus- 
sians also, but it helps to illumin- 
ate Sir Sam Hughes’ remark that 
the late Honorary Colonel was a 
patriotic individual, who carried 
on his contract brokerage just for 
love of the Allies, and not to make 
money. If Sir Sam knows any 
more patriots of that stamp he 
should try to get them to love the 
enemy for a while. 


Oliver Asselin, a well-known 
journalist and Nationalist, broke 
with Mr, Bourassa over the ques- 
tion of participation in the war. 
He felt it his duty to Help sive 
civilization from the Huna, and 
felt it the duty of French-Cana- 
dians todo'so. He’ offered to 
raise a battalion of his epmpat: 
riots, the offer. was accepted and 
the battalidn raiséd.* But Colonel 
Asselin and his men have not beer 
given the opportunity for which 
they enlisted, to strike a blow in 
the cause of freedom. Instead, 
they have been sent off to the 
Bermuda Islands to do garrison 
duty in a place where a garrison is 
about as much needed as it is in 
Edmonton. The influence of Mr. 
Bourassa with the Government 
was strong enough, it seems, to 
sidetrack this rebellious follower 
and to nullify the patriotic im- 
pulse which had led him and a 
thousand other French-Canadians 
to offer their services at the post 
of danger. The moral will not 
be lost upon other followers of the 
Nationalist chief. They will un- 
derstand that if they share Col. 
Asselin’s views as to their duty 
and make an effort to carry their 
opinions into effect they are likely 
to suffer a like fate. It can hardly 
be supposed that vengeance alone 
dictated Mr. Bourassa’s unfeeling 
treatment of his former supporter, 
More likely he thought of the pos- 
sible consequences of Asselin’s ex- 
ample, and decided to discipline 
him as a warning to others t» not 
“break ranks.’?’ Small wonder 
if there have been no other not- 
able movements of Nationalists to 
the recruiting stations. Men do 
not cnlist under threat of being 
thwarted in their purpose and 
made ridiculous in the eyes of 
their friends. 


With German submarines sink- 
ing munition ships off the Atlan- 
tic seaboard it is easy enough now 
to see the mistake that was made 
in not carrying out the plan to 
construct a Canadian fleet of 
cruisers of the types which have 
been found so peculiarly effective 
in dealing with these underwater 
craft, But the important ques- 
tion is aot-what has been done, but 
what is to be done. . The govern- 
ing consideration ought to be, not 
what the Borden Government. did, 
but what the enemy submarines 
are doing—and what can be done 
to put an end to their operations 
or to render them of the least 
effect. It is to be hoped that, 
faced by the obvious fact that 
Canadian and British interests 
need protection in the waters 
along the Atlantic coast, the Goy- 
ernment will not be deterred ovr 
diverted from the path of duty 
and of common prudence by any 
false notion of having to live up 
to, or down to, the doctrine that 
Canada does not need a_ navy. 
Consistency may be a jewel, but 
the effort to preserve consistency 
in defiance: of conditions is a 
crime. What the situation calls 
for is not that the Ministers act 
upon principles which they enun- 
ciated years ago, but that they 
act so as to cripple as much as pos- 
sible this new development in the 
enemy’s plans to put off the Allies’ 
source of supplies. If cruisers or 
other types of vessels of proven 
usefulness against submarines can 
be bought, or borrowed, or other- 
wise or by any means acquired, 
they should be got and put into 
service forthwith, without regard 
to political opinions which Minis- 
ters expressed in time of peace or 
to criticisms which may be levelled 
at them on the ground that their 
past opinions do not coincide with 
their present actions. If they act 
with reason now what they said 
in other days will not matter.

Print Paper—Its Use and 


Abuse 
! J 

Serious shortage of “news print” is 
one of the least expected results of the 
war. “News print” is the irade name 
of the kind of paper on which news- 
papers are printed. It is matle from 
spruce trees of from six inches to one 


foot in diameter and known to the 
trade as pulp wood, Pulp is paper in 
an intermediate stage of its manufac- 
ture, when it has been brodght into a 
condition that reduces cost of trans- 
port, handling and final manufacture 
into paper to the lowest point. 

Canada has more acres of pulp 
wood readily availabdle to manufacture 
and transport than any other country 
in the world, and hecause of her abuo- 
dant water powers conditions as to 
manufacture are as ‘avorable as in the 
most favored countries. Canada ex- 
ports enormously more pulp, and a 
very great deal more finished news 
print, than she uses. How then can 
it be that there is, or can be, a pos- 
sible shortage of news print in Can- 
ada? And yet emergent meetings of 
newspaper publishers were held re- 
cently at Winnipeg and ‘Toronto, to 
consider the situation The fact is 
that war conditions have interfered 
with ocean navigation to such a de- 
gree that the usual supply of pulp or 
pulp wood received from Norway by 
the United States hav been cut off, 
while at the same time the hone 
conditions prevailing in the United 
States have enormously increased the 
demand for news print there. The in- 
dications seem to be that the paper 
manufacturers of the United States 
and Canada, instead of taking steps to 
meet the situation by increasing their 
output, are rather inclined to meet it 
by increasing the price and restricting 
the output. What might be a proper 
course for United States manufactur- 
ers to pursue, in view of their enor- 
mous demand for paper and their dis- 
proportionate pulp wood resources, it 
is not for Canadians to say. But if 
Canada, with its boundless pulp-wood 
forests and its marvellous and univer- 
sal water powers is to be put on short 
rations of news print, it is only to be 
said that the conditions here are en- 
tirely different frgm the conditions 
there; and that @ny Government of 
Canada, or of any part of Canada— 
having the power—will be expected by 
the people of Canada to take such 
measures as will prevent such an out- 
rage. Our Government has prohibit- 
ed the export of wheat, of oatmeal, of 
horses, of wool, of everything that they 
considered was demanded by the pub- 
lic interest, during such period as they

thought it was so demanded. Surely 
the people may expect that if the 
occasion arises the export of news 


print will be controlled, so as to ensure 
a sufficient supply to the country of its 
production, and at a fair price, Cana- 
‘ian makers of pulp and paper owe at 
least that much to the country that 
does not belong to them, but to which 
they belong. 

There is, however, another side to 
this question. The right of use must 
be conceded—but not the right of 
abuse, That there are gross abuses 
perpetrated by the publishers of cer- 
tain newspapers today, which result in 
huge waste of news print, is a fully es- 
tablished fact. Newspapers exist and 
are given valuable privileges so that 
they may spreud the news—that is, 
give publicity to facts, conditions and 
events from day to day as they arise, 
to people who are more or less direct- 
ly intetested in them and show their 
interest by paying for the newspaper. 
For this reason, and to this end, spec- 
jal rates are given for the carriage of 
newspapers through the mails. Ad- 
vantage is sometimes taken of these 
specia) mail rates, first to expand the 
circulation of the newspaper far be- 
yond its effective range, by selling it 
at an unwarrantably low subscription 
price; and second, on the basis of the 
abnormal! circulation thus secured, in- 
creasing the number of its pages for 
the purpose of carrying advertising, 
also only rendered profitable by the 
same low mail rates. A few news- 
papers in the Dominion waste enor- 
mous quantities of news print in these 
ways, taking advantage for one pur- 
pose of privileges given for an entirely 
different purpose. These papers have 
no right to claim that special protec- 
tion of the Government in their abuse 
of the privileges granted newspapers, 
that other newspapers which have not 
so abused their privileges are entitled 
to,

Parsnip Wine. » 
To the Bulletin: Please give me re- 
cipe for making parsnip, beet-root and 
rhubarb wine. 
READER, City. 

Six lbs, of parsnips, 31-2 lbs. sugar, 
1 lergon or orange, half-cake of yeast, 
1 gal. boiling water. Boil the par- 
snips in the water till soft and squeeze, 
Strain, add the sugar; when  luke- 
Warm add the yeast. Let it ferment 36 
hours then turn it into a cask or jar 
which it should fill, as soon as fermen- 
tation ceases strain and bottle secure- 
ly (tied) and store for month before 
using.

Put in one gallon of Water and boil 
until tender, then strain, Put away un- 
til néxt day, then add three pounds of 
sugar and as much cayenne pepper as 
will cover a 5-cent piece; boil up agaln 
for ten minutes, then strain, and when 
milk-warm add half cake yeast and put 
it where it will keep warm for about 
a week. Bottle after straining again. 
In six months it should be like port 
wine, 

Khubarb Wine. 

Ten tbs. rhubarb (crushed), 8 Iba, 
sugar, 2 gallons water, Place crushed 
rhubarb and water in a large stone 


jar; cever it and let stand in a cool 
place for one week. Stir frequentiv 
daily and at the end of that time 


strain and add sugar. After adding 
sugar, let it stand five days, then add 
rmds of two lemons. Add one-half 
ounce gelatine two days after adding 
sugar to assist in clearing. Skim any 
acum oft before bottling, Leave bottles 
open two weeks before corking. To 
every 5 Ibs. of pulp, 1 gallon of water. 
4 pounds sugar and rind of a lemon,

“Are you in favor of the govern- 
ment having in this grave emergency 
the same compulsory powers over 
vitizens in regard to requiring their 
inilitary service for the term of this 
war outside the commonwealth, as it 
has now in regard to military services 
within the commonwealth?” 

Those entitled to vote on the refer- 
endum are members of the Australian 
naval and military forces at present 
serving beyond Australia, including 
members of the army nursing service 
and crews of transport vessels con- 
veying members of the forces to or 
from Australia. The admiralty has 
consented to facilities being given for 
obtaining the votes of the men man- 
ning the Australian naval ships. Voters 
must be of the full age of 21 years, 
ind either enrolled or qualitied to be 
enrolled as electors of the common- 
wealth

WINTER WONT 
STOP OFFENSIVE 
ON WEST FRONT 


Present Day Fighting in France is 
Race Between German Trench 


Digging Capacity and Allied 
Power to Advance 


MAJ. GEN, F. B, MAURICE 
OUTLINES PRESENT PLANS 


No Sudden Collapse of German 
Lines Anticipated as Yet But as 
Advance Continues it Will be 
Possible to Use Cavalry 


London, Oct. 14,—Major General F. 
B. Mavrice, British chief director of 
military operations, emphasized in an 
anterview yesterday the fact that the 
present fighting in France constitutes 
au race between German trench digging 
capacity and allied power to advance, 
Pointing to one of the wonderful maps 


which the British staff is all the time 
producing, he compared the great 
maze of trenches around Thiepval 
with the narrow line representing Ger- 
man fortifications benind Bapaume. 
“Every move we make we will find 
the obstacles opposed to us less severe, 
while our rate of progress becomes 
correspondingly quicker,’ he continu- 
ed, “But I wish to emphasize the 
point that we are not anticipating any 
sudden collapse or break of the Ger- 
man line. Weare aiming ata slow, 
deliberate, pushing movement, which 
all the time is increasing the length of 
the German line, making their pro- 
blem of defence more difficult. More- 
over, the time must soon arrive when 


the enemy's trenches will be three or 
four thousand yards apart; then the 
opportunity will come to use our 


cavalry.” 

“Winter will not stop the allied drive 
in the west. Fighting merely will be 
restricted according to the shortage of 
daylight,” he said. “Don't forget that 
the French and Germans, in 1871, 
fought a battle at Bapaume in Janu- 
ary. 

“Momentarily the advantage of 
ground on the western front has pas- 
sed to the Germans,” he continued, 
“This explains apparently the lull on 
the western front, although local ac- 
tivities by Haig and Joffre still keep 
the Germans on the jump. 

“Our hardest fight was the capture 
of Thiepval ridge,”’ sard the General 
“This taken, we drove back the Ger- 
mans until finally they were obliged to 
take up positions along the low ridge 
before Bapaume. We are fighting in 
the valley until we succeeded in gain- 
ing these heights overloking Ba- 
paume,” 


JAPAN AND RUSSIA 
PROTEST AMERICAN 
R.R.’S IN CHINA 


Chinese Minister 18 Years Ago Pro- 
mised Russia Shoutd Have Privi- 
lege of Constructing Roads. 


Pekin, Oct. 14.—Japan and Russia 
entered protests today against conces- 
sions for railway construction in 
China which have been granted to 
Americans 

Verbal Promise Given. 

Pekin, Oct. 14.—Prince Nicholas 
Koudacheff, the Russian minister to 
China, lodged a protest at the Chinese 
foreign office against the proposed 
American railroad from Feng Cheng, 


Shan Si province, to Nanchow Fu, in 
Kan Su province, alleging that the 


Chinese minister in Petrograd proiis- 
ed verbally 18 years ago that Russia 
should have the privilege of building 
railroads in the veinity of Mongolia. 
The disputed line was to run for a dis- 
tance of approximately 400 miles, 
Baron Gonzuke Hayashi, the Japanese 
minister to China, today protested to 
the Chinese foreign office against the 
government's agreement with Ameri- 
can contractors for the reconstruction 
of 200 miles of the grand canal, in 
The Japanese 
claim, by reason of their conquest of 
Shan Tung, all the rights heretofore 
held by Germany in the development 
of that Chinese province. The Chin- 
ese government contends that Ger- 
many must be defeated before such a

THRESHING REPORTS SHOW 
AVERAGE WHEAT YIELD IN 
SOUTH ALTA. OVER 40 BUSHELS 


In Some Instances Yields of 65 Bushels to the Acre Are Reported—, 
Labor is Very Scarce Owing to Return of Soldiers, Reports 
C. 8. Hotchkiss 


Speaking Saturday morning of the 


threshing reporis being received, Cc. 8. 
Hotchkiss, chief publicity commission- 
er of the department of agriculture, 
stated that the average yield of wheat 
was 40 and 45 bushels to the acre. 
“Indeed,” he added, “in some instances 
it has gone as high as 65. These re- 
ports have been received from the sou- 
thern part of the province. At Bow 
Island, one farmer got 6,000 bushels 
off 160 acres. He paid $1,400 for the 
land last spring, and has received near- 
ly three times what he paid for it out 
of this year's crop. In the Leth- 
bridge district the average for summer 
fallow is 40 to 45 bushels to the acre 
and on stubble 80 bushels, 
Discussing the labor situation, Mr. 
Hotchkiss said that labor is scarcer 
now than it has ever been during the 


harvest, owing to the soldiers going 
back to cump and the limit for harves- 
ters from British Columbia having ex- 
pired. There are, however, many of 
the harvesters who came from the east 
still at work. Their transportation 
facilities extend until the middle 
of next month, The commissioner 
mentioned that during the period 
when the unfuvorable weather stop- 
ved harvesting operations. quite a 
number of these had called with him 
to get information with a view to set- 
quiries from others.
